VANCOUVER ISLAND AND BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

Tho union question came up again yester- 
day in the House, and we had llio views of 
three other gentlemen — Messrs. Street, liiclc- 
son and Tolmie— on tliu icsolutions intro- 
duced the previous day. So fur it would 
iippanr thut the majority of tho House arc 
in favor of union ; but very much divided as 
loathe mode. Home advocate) a union thai 
would lend to throw ug back into that mis- 
chievous system uf t tie past, which required 
tho united o.tertions of Vancouver Island and 
Hritiali Columbia to overthrow, — we mean a 
union thai would maintain the Legislatures 
of both colonies as they ure, and place the 
executive undur one head. We bare so often 
pointed out Ihe absurdity of this scheme — 
thai of one man serving two masters — that 
we think it unnecessary now lo recur to it. 
Tho next proposition is a federal union 
which would leave the locul legislatures to 
deal with all local questions — lo maintain 
fr°e ports or abolish them if they saw fit. It 
is evident that such a sj stem would he an 
improvement on the former ; for the federal 
Legislators would staud between llio (Jov- 
ctnor and the people and settle all matlors 
affecting the interests of both colonics. The 
third aclieme is wo belie e. the most rational 
of ihe whole ; but like many other good 
things, a little ahead ol tho tunes, or perhaps 
we should rather say of the prejudices uf 
both colonies— a union literally as well as 
virtually, which would place the aflairs ol 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia 
under Ihe full control ol a united Legis- 
lature, like ihe) Parliament of the United 
Kingdom, untrammelled by any stipula- 
tion as to the mode of raising taxation 
ur of carry ins on the atlairs of Government. 
When colouies are younjr, when their inter- 
ests are small aud undiversilied, and their 
liabilities comparatively speaking insignifi- 
cant, there is a facility in connecting 
uountries which can never in years afler< 
wards present itself. The former is the po- 
sition of British Columbia and Vancouver 
Island[at the present time. Still, although 
Ihe dreadlul risks, which many people, 
in both colonies ure painfully contemplating 
at Ihe mere suggestion ot suoh a wholesale 
union, are purely imaginary, it is nevertheless 
nnadvisable, even were it practicable, to ig- 
nore popular prejudices. The real aniou, 
therefore, will have for the uonce to give 
place to " a lliiug ol" shreds and patches." A 
lederal system, with its stipulations and pro- 
visos, is the only scheme which at present 
runs the slightest chance of meeting with the 
viewi of tho Assembly. 

The principal arguments brought forward 
in opposition to uniting the colonies under 
ono government woulj seem to bo based very 
much on some remarks lot lull a little while 
ago by the Governor of the neighboring 
eolony, to ilm .-fleet that one Governor had 
quite enough lo do to look after the interests 
of British Colnaibia. The fallacy of this ob- 
jection is very apparent when we come to 
look at the duties ol u Governor in a fe If- 
governing colony, la ihe present condition 
of British Columbia, when: l ihe Governor 
still holds all the rei'i* ol power and Tir- 
Inally all the responsibilities ol Ihe govern- 
ment, thd argument might have some weight, 
but in a union where the Iwo colonies would 
have representative government in its integ- 
rity, tho dedujtion clearly lulls lo Ihe ground. 
The Geveruur has really no more business 
to look after the interests of the country in 
• legislative poiot of view than he has to att 
as Speaker of the Assembly. The people's 
representatives are the men deputed and 
authorised to perform this duly. His JSjtcel« 
lenoy has therefore little more !o do than to 
see thai the Acts of the Legislature do not 
run contrary to the spirit of the Constitution, 
aud that they are properly carried out. With 
a federal or with a united Legislature, one 
man is sufficient to perform the gubernatorial 
dntias of n country much larger in extent 
than our two colonies combined arid 
a hundred limes III re populous. The 
territory of Upper and Lower Canada dries 
not seem too large lor ihe labors ,1 Viscount 
Monck — although it is in square miles 
350,0011, and in population nearly three mil- 
lions. To say, therefore, that a union ol 
ihese iwo almost insignilicant colonies would 
overwhelm one Governor with an avalanche 
of work, or lead lo the neglect ol either cour.- 
try's resources, is to pay u very had compli- 
ment to tho Governor and a worse oue to Ihe 
representalives of Ihe people The effect of 
union — thai is of union based on a dura- 
ble foundation — would be lo lift our little 
island polities into a higher sphere ; to give 
dignity to legislation ; lo bring ihe energy us 
well as resources of both countries into 
play, lo promote immigration, to establish 
efficient postal connection with the oulei 
world, to encourage British navigation iti our 
waters — in fact to carry on in concert those 
groat and necessary enterprises for settling up 
both countries, which c.in never bo accom- 
plished by isolated efl irts. There am also the 
judiciary, tho postal and other imporlant sys- 
terns in both colonies thut require assimi- 
lation — a necessity which union alono can 
supply ; and last, not least, there is Ihe invalu- 
able boon of responsible government looming 
up in ihe near future, ready to be thrown inlo 
our lap when we have a reasonable number 
of people to solicit it, but which can not poi 
sibly be granted in our isolated stale for 
many, many years lo come,
